Contested elecitiuns SHALL 
likewise Bs determined by boih Houses of 
tue General Assembly, in such maoner As lo 
OF may hereafier be preecribed by law. 


“Shall be” is a strong term that cannot be 
miscoosirued, and the Supreme Court of 
tue State bas decided that no court has ju- 
risdiction in such cases. A contested elec- 
tion for Governor can Only be decided by 
the Legislature. The manner “prescribed 
by law’ is thus explicitly stated in the stat- 
uie: “Al contested elections of Governor 
shall be decided by the joint vote of both 
Houses of the General Assembly; and in 
such joint meeting the President of the -er- 
ate shall preside.” Thea follows at length 
the directions for conducting the Contest 
Tue law is so plain that even the famous 
wayfaring man need noterrthereia. But it 
does not follow that it will be respected by 
the men about the throne.

Between the hours of 
tive and eix o'clock list evening, sume boys 
who were diggivg for clams on Savin Hili 
beacb, near tbe Crescent street rai road stu~ 
tion, discovered the dead body of a little boy 
lying on the sand with blood fl»wing from 
several wounds on his breast and neck. Ali 
the lids, with the exception uf one who ir 
deaf and dumb, became frightened and ran 
away. The latter, however went up to the 
budy, and after satisfying himself that tre 
vbild was really dead, went in search of a 
police officer. He soon found officer Lyon 
of the Niutb station, to whom by sigaos be 
made tne officer understand that he wishe 
io show bim something. Lyon followed bis 
dumb but brave guide, and after a few 
minutes’ walk came to the spot where the 
murdered buy lay. 

The spectacie which he bebeld was really 
heart-rending.

with eighteea murdeious wuuods on hi:
